Pe Company alſo ought to have two good Drummers, that knoweth how to beate a call, a ſlow, or'a ſwift 
 L£-march well, acharge, a retreat, and a Reveille:He should alſo be a linguiſt, becauſe oftentimes he may be ſent 
unto the enemy, for the ranſoming of priſoners, his duty iscomming to the campe, or gariſon of an enemy, hau- 
inghis Generalls paſſe 1o his hat, to b:at a call, till he is fetcht in, and becauſe he $hall not diſcover the weakneſſe 
' of guards, workes, or trenches, heis led blindfold, and ſocarried tothe Commander,and place where his priſon= 
ers arc, with whom after he hath ragſommed them, he is to returne to the camp, or gariſon. ; 


Of a Geutleman of the Armes. 


Ju next in degree is the Gentleman of the Armes, who ought to bee the eldeſt gentleman of a company, 
4 whoſe charge isto lookediligently to the armes, of the company, to marke and figure them, and to keepaliſt 
what number,and figure every ſouldier hath upon his Armes, ro cauſe the ſouldiers to keepe their armes neat & 
clean, aad ifany thing be amiſle, or broken, to bring them to the Armorers to be repaired, and if any ſouldicr 
have his paſport, be ſick,dead; or run away, himſefe, or the corporall is to bring up his armes to his lodging, leaft 
they be loſt, and to keepe them cleanc, till he delivereth them to ſome ſouldier newly entertained, Moreover, he 
is to viſit the gards, 10 ſee that their armes be in good trime, to keep the powder, bullets, and match, and to deli- 
 verthem out to the corporalls and Lanſperſadoes, 
In divers companies, eſpecially in great gariſons, there isa corporall of the Gentlemen, who is to acquaint them 
in the field, whea they areto lic perdves, andin gariſon to call them out in the ro#nd-houſe, to goc the round ac- 
cording to their ſcnnority, 
Of a Corporal. 


Verycompany isdevided into three ſquadrons, and every ſquadron hath his Corporall and Lanſpreſado, hee 
isthe head of the ſquadron, and ought to bean honeſt & able man, & ſufficient todiſcharge his duty, ſober, . 
modeſt,and peaceable. He is firfito haye a ſquadron roule of all the gentiemen,and Centinels names of his ſqua- 
dron, and when any new ſouldiersareentertained, he istoinſtruQt chem in the uſe of theirarmes,and muſt not 
- ſuffer the old ſouldiers to mock, orgeere the yonger,if they do not their poſturesas they ought-ſeeing tbat every 
man in every ſcience, & profeſſion muft haye a time of learning, before he can be perfeQ: & if he doth not well 
he muſt goc over & overagaine with them patiently, untill ſuch time, as hee hath made hima good muskettier, 
or pikc-mar), for which he shall get commendations ofhis captaine, and his officers, 
- In marchingeither in his ſquadron, orcompany.the cldeſt Corporal is to lead the right hand file of the mus _ 
kettiers, the ſecond corporall the left hand file, and the third in the midſt ofthe deviſion, | 
' Being with his ſquadron upon his guard, heis to providethem wood, coales,and candle light,to keep acon- 
tinuall fireday and night, 

Having an ourguard, he $hall doe his beſt endeayour to ſtrenghten as much as in him lieth, his little corps de 
guard, and (ct out hiscentinels according to the avenues, or commings on of the enemy : forthe cutting off of a 
centinell, and the ſurpriſing of a corps of guard, is ofa great imporrance, and may endanger ſometimes the oyer- 
throw ofan Army. Andthercfore it bchoves acorporallto be yery carefull and vigilant, and to viſite his cen- 
tincls often, to give them charge to looke well about them, to relieve them duely, & not to ſuffer them to and 
tolong,eſpecially in cold weather, 

His duty alſo is not to forget the word, but toimprint it in his memory, when the Captaine ofthe watch goes 
the fixſt round, heshall with his ſword drawae againſt his breſt give it him, and ſo receive ſuch orders from him 
as he Shall command him, Andafterward when the round comes againe, he $hall cauſe the rounder, or gentlc- 
map with his (word draw ne togive him the word, before he let him paſſe, and if upon his guard, himlſelfe, or his 
ccntigells Should heare,ſec, or diſcover any men, or light-matches, to have his men in readineſle with bullets ia 
theirmuskets,and their matches lighted, and to come in ſilently to give his ſuperiour officers inteligence therof, 
that they be provided before the alarme begiven,toreſiſtan enemy,and to defend the guard, To conclude, he is 
to diſtribute powder, bullets, & match out ofhis ſquadron,and to have a care, that they keep their armes neat & 
cleane, And not ſuffer the holy name of God to be prophaned, or taken in yaine ypon his guard,

Very company hath a Head, (to wit, ) a Captaine, whoin the Allzaime tongueis rightly called a Hauptmaen,a 
head man from the word Hevpr, which ſignificth a Head,and from the Latine word capss, from whence the 
namecof a Captaineis derived in French, Englishand Dutch, For, as the Head is the principall member that 
governcs, and rulesthe body, and unto whichall the other membres are ſubordinate; ſo likewiſe the officers,

A Caprainc then-having ſo honourablea place, as to be the chiefe of a company ought to be very capable of 
his charge,and as heought to carry himſelfe with auſterity, and gravity in the point of his command, that hemay 
be obeyed, feared, and reſpeRed of his ſouldiers : ſo should hee alſo carry himſelfe towards them, as a loving, & 
kind father (ſeeing they muſt liveand dietogether) in paying them ducly,in helping,and relieving them in their 
wants, neſeſlitics, and ſickneſſes, neither muſt he be ginen to coveteoulſneſle in keeping back from them,

* Ttis neceflaric that the Licutenanttoa Troupe of Horſe be an old able Souldier, and well experi- 
enced in thewarres , and who vpon divers pecces of ſervice hath showne his worth and valour, and 
for his deſert$ hath raiſed himſelf frominferiour degreesas from a Corpoxrall & a Cornet,to this charge 
whercinheisnow, andfrom itto make himſelf fitt for higher preferment. Heis a great helpe and 
ah 2ſſittantro hisCapraine, and therefore beares the name of Lieutenant, who ſupports and keepes vp 
I Captaincsplace and authority, and who in his Captaines abſence hath abſolute commannd overthe 
Troupe, It is his office alſoto prevent, and compoſe quarrels and difpures, ariſing among the Horſe- 
men ofthe 1roupe, tocartiea ſevere handover the willfull, and obſtinare offendours by punishing 
them :oundlie for theextample of Others, and ro countenance favour, and encourage thofe that carrie 
them ſelves worthely,and trodiscountenance malefattours , till they are ſorrie for their diſorders and 
cftcnces, Moreover he is to giue charge to the Corporals that every man manages, and keepes his horſe 
ig. arcadinellc, that they keepe their armes neatc and cleane,and their Piſtols, and Carrabins fixe , and 
tiexerciſe the 1quadron himſelf in the feild or vpen theirguards, Hee oughtalſo to be a good Guide, 
and tg knopuwell the paſſages, and avenues of a Countrie for the expediting of a ſudden ſurprize, 
His place when his Captaine is preſent, is to bring op the Reeve of the 1 roupe, cauſing the Horſemen 
ef9;low their Captaine and Cornett in goed order, and that they keepe duelic their Rankes, and files, 
and to haveancye, that none of them ſtraggics out of his xanke or file.

Comming to fight cither in Battell, skirmish, or ortherwiſe, when his Captaine and Cornetisto 
giveacharge vpon an Ennemie, he keepes him (elfalwaies in the Reere with his (word drawne ,- to 
animate, andencourage the Souldiers to fall on ; and if any one of then $hould play the Coward, break 
out of his rank, or run away, if he should kill him he hath the mendsin his owne hand , and the 
Licutenant maye wel anſwere it to hischiefe; for ſuchacoward,or faint hearted (ouldier , by his cuill 
exſample,showes others to runaway, which maye not onely be the overthrouw of the Troupe , bur 
alſo ofa whole Regimen!, His dutie isalfo tovilite the guards, and to (ce that the centinels diſcharge 
well their duties, and to giveCommaund to the Corporals that they be duely relieved. That vpon 
the ſightof an Ennemic they comein orderlic, and guie the a/arme betimes , that the Troupe maye

Of a Capraine. 


The Commaund, and charge ofa Captaine ofa Troupe of Horſe is very honorable, and it onght to 
begiven toa man of reſpec, and qualitic, and onethat is deſcended of a noble birth, whoſe valour, and 
worth mayc beanſwerabiethercunto, He onght alſo aboucalthings 1o be religious, fearing God, 
remperate, moderate, juſt, Continent, wiſe,and diſcreete, curious in the choiſe of his men, and horſe, 
and ro ſee that they be well managed, readie,and his T roupe well exerciſed, That they carrie themſelves 
yaillantly vpon lervice,in the face ofthe ennemie, and to be carefall, and vigelent vpon their watch, 
Countcnancing the good, and puinshing the badd. 1a docing where of, theſe Chriſtian vertaes will 
gainc him honour, louc, and reſpec, not onely amonge ihole of his Troupe, whome he Commaunds, 
but alſo of his Chicfts,and all other men beſicds, | 

But ifa Capraine cirher of Horſe, or foote be debauched, leads an intemperate, anda diforderlielife, 
giuento covetouſneſſe, lucre, and gaine, he gives an ill exfamplecrothoſe , whome he commaunds :; 
forifhe him(ſelfdorhcommit ſuch vices, how can he faſten a reprooſe vpon a Souldier, or how can he 
witha good conſcience, punish that fault in his ſouldier, whereof he is guilty himſelf ? for ſurely a Cap- 
raine beingthe headofa Compaine ( from whence his name is derived) who governes him ſelf well, 
and leads an vn'blameable life, guics a good cxſample to his inferiour officers, and the ſouldiers of his 
Compaine, who lives vnder his Commannd, = | 

Heoughtlikewiſe to obſerve , and Keepe punQually all the orders and Commaunds given him b 
his Generall,to be with his Troupe at the Reydevoas vpon the time appointed. To reſpe and obey his 
Chiefes, and Superiour Officers, Heis vpon all occaſionsto be firſt on Horſeback, and ypoa all ſer. 
vices to cartie himſelf couragiouslic in the face ofhis Ennemie , to shoye noe ſigne of feare in the 
grcareſt dange: +, leaſt he should give discouragement to his ſouldiers. He ought to take notice of

A Cniraſſier, anda Harquebaſſier beingthus armed , /t is very ncedefull, that a horſeman be skillfull 
in the well managing, and makeing or his horſe readie for ſervice, and to bring him to his commaund 
and obedience, namely, to teach him to pace, trott, gallop, and to runnca fall Careere, how he is toad- 
vancec, to ſtopp, and goe backwaird, and to turne and wheele with readincefle, to which hand his Rider 
Shall pleaſe. Now to bring his hore to this, and to :icarnc him to turne and wheele with dextetitie,}he 
mult often vie him to ride the ring, firft with a greater circumference, and then litle and litle by leſſer 
degrees,as firſt vpo his pace, then vpon his trot, and (otothegillop and Carcere, Theſe things he maye 
be taught by uſing the hand, legg, and voice, For the hand (obſerying not to move the arme, but 
onely the wriſt) if yow would have him to face to the left hand, then a litle motion of the litle finger 
on that rcin,and atouch of the left legg (without vſing the ſpurr;doth it, but if to face or turne to the left 
about,a harder, &c, If 5ow wou!'d have him to trott ,then yow are to move both your leggs a litle for- 
wards, if for the gallop to moyc them more forward, and to move your bodie by litle & litle forward 
withit.

Eing that flasksare now growne out of uſeamongeonr Horſemen, for the gaining of time, and the 
-FJuicker giving of fire, eſpecially ypon askirmish, or ina battell , it is neede full for to make Car» 
zou:hes, Now the Cartouchis to be made of white paper, cutt out ofa convenient breadth,and length, 
androwlcd vpon a ſtick (orthe Rammerifit be not too litle) fit (according to the bore of the barrell) 
toconcainc the due charge of powderand the bullett. - The proportion of powder vſually required is 
halfche weight ofthe Bullett: but being ſtrong & fine piſtoil powder, it is held too much in the opi- 
nion of ſome men, Haying moulded then the paperto fitt the Calibre, or boore of your piſtoll ( asis 
faid) the oneendefitis to be turned in (to keepe in the powder) and the due chargeof powder to be 
putt into itat the other end, which powder is to be cloſed in by tying a litle thred about the paper, 
then the bullett isto be putt in, and that alſoto beryed in withalitle thred, and when the Curafſcer, or

The 
Cloffi order is taken at thr-e foot diſtance, and the open order atſtx toote diſtance, 
betweene rank and ranke, and file & file, yea,noe more then a Horle can wel turne 
about,& in th: ſtanding of ſixefoote, or open order in rank and file they areto doe 
their motions. | 

Thirdly,it is necefſarie,thata Horſman vnderſtand wel the ſeverall motions vſed 
in the exerciſing of a troupe, or Battaillon of Horſe, which are theſe three obſerved 
amongſt vs. 1. Facings. 2. ( ountermarching. 3. Wheelings. 

I, The vicof Facinszcither tothe right,or letthand, or to the Reere,is to makea 

Troupe, or Battaillon of Horle perte& tobe ſuddainly prepared for acharge on 

either Flank or in the Reere. | 


2, Countermaiches ſerve eitherto reducethe File-leaders into the place of the Brin- 


gers p,and ſo to have the beſt men readie to receive the charg of an Ennemie in 
the Recre,or to bring one flankinto the place of an other. 

3. Among: the Horſe #heelings,ceither to the right,or letthand,or to the Reere a- 
bour,is of excellent vie to bring the Front which conſiſt of the ableſt men to be

> Verie troupe shalbe devided into three Corporallships, & in filing 
'them , they shall alwaies follow this order, to wit, thatbetfore eyerie 
\ C Lboraltchid an Officer $shall-ride. The (Captaine of the troupe firſt, 
SRL the Cornct betore the ſecond, a Corporall before the third, and the Lieute- 

nant in the Reerc of the Troupe, Andifany of theſe Officers shculd be wanting 
as the Captaine of the Troupe , the Lieutenant ſhall march in his place, andifthe 
Lieutenantibe wanting, a Corporall ſhall march in the place of the ſaid Lieutenant, 
Andif they have any Bedets , a principall Souldier ſhalbe appointed over them,to 
ſeethar they kcepe their clofle order inmarching. The Quartermaſters place is to 
march with the Licutcnantin the Reere. 
2. TheFilcs ſhall never be made noe deeperthen fiue horſes, how great or ſmall 
ſocver the troupe bee : ſo that ifthe troupe conſiſt ofa hundred Horſe, everie Cor- 
porallſhip ſhall haue fiue,or fixc horſe in arank,and fiue ina file, And the Officer 
ihall be carefull when heis to draw out the files in a narrow waye, which is long 8 
that there can paſſe but three Horſes in a rank,then they ſhall devide the Corporall- 
{hip into two parts : but if the waye will permitit , then they ſhall not devide the 
Corporalſhip,but march with fiue or fixe ina Ranke as aboueſaid. 
3. The Officers shall commaund the Souldiers expreſly that in marching, they al- 
wates keepe the diſtance of three foot betweene file and file, 8 ſ1xe foote betweene 
rankand rank,and that they never ride noe faſter then the pace, vnleſle they becom- 
maundedto the contrarie. 
4.Thereshalbenoe more diſtance left, betweene eachCorporallship.then is neede- 
full for an Officer to march betwixt them, | 
5. The Lieutenant and Quartermaſter,whichbrings vp the Reere of the Troupe, 
Shall take care that the Souldiers in the Reere shall begin to march,afloone as thoſe 
in the frontmoue,and that they obſerve well their diſtance , andſce that they doe 
not ſtraggle'out of their ranks & files. 
6. A Troupe of Horſeſtanding in Battaille,the Lieutenant and theQuartermaſter 


Shall haue their place in the Reere of the Troupe. 
7. In marching and filing of the Troups they shall follow one another ſo cloſſe, 


thatthereshall be noe more place left, but as will ſerue iuſt for the Trumpetters 
Horſes,and the Captaines. 

Jn the yeere 1635. his Highneſſe ordered the Lords the States Horſe conſiſting 
of cighte troups of Curaffiers & Harquebuſſiers intoRegiments, to wit foure troups 
of Cur2ffiers into one diviſion,or Battaillon,and foure Troupes of Harquebuſſiers into 
an other Battaillon , both which madea Regiment, over which a Colonell Com- 
maunded. Notealſo that comming to march over a Heath , ora Compagnie. As 
the foote,ſo may the troupsand Regiments of Horſe be embattelled,andranged in- 
to three Brigades, as the Avantguard,the Battelland the Reere,which is a goodle fight. 
Andthus muchin briefe,of the Officers,ofthe Arming,of the managing, of the ex- 
ercifing, and marching of our Cavallrie and Horſe, Practized in the Warres ofthe 
United Provinces, vnder the charge and commaund of his Higþneſle the Prince 


of Oxaxce our Victorious Gener [
